The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art 
because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which 
disclose, or suggest, a prosthetic device or surgical implant for replacing the functions of 
a facet joint having one or more flexible posterior devices with a first and second 
biocompatible attachment device and a joint component where the joint is further made 
up of a first and second elongated bodies further having a first element and second 
elements having openings or first and second joint elements having openings wherein 
the joint elements are covered by a connector having a flexible material and where 
elastic material is disposed between first and second openings that provides a flexible 
or dynamic coupling of the elements. 

Response to Arguments

claims 42-48, 52-57, 60-61 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of Lombardo '396 in view of Ferree '643 has been withdrawn.
